There are such a variety of 
shrubs for a border of this sort 
that It will be interesting every 
day of the year. Here we can 
plant all our favorite flowering 
shrubs. There will always be sur¬ 
prises as the seasons change and 
hardly a day will go by but that 
you will be able to gather flow¬ 
ers for the house. Such a border 
of shrubs should be planned so 
that every month will be repre¬ 
sented by some of the shrubs 
coming into bloom. 

In planting the irregular bor¬ 
der, one should preserve the best 


views by planting oniy low shrubs 
at these points and high shrubs 
to .screen out unsightly buildings, 
chicken-coops, etc. These larger 
groups of shrubs become the cen¬ 
ters from which the other groups 
will lead off in more or less un¬ 
dulating waves, to the low points 
reserved for open views. This 
wave-like effect makes a broken 
and interesting skyline. 

When buying shrubbery ask 
how high it will grow and plant 
accordingly. Tall shrubs must be 
planted in the background and 
.shorter ones in front. The height 
of many shrubs can be controlled 
by the occassional use of the 
pruning shears. 

It is surprising what a variety 
of color you will find in the fol¬ 
iage of thfe different shrubs. One 
thinks of the color of leaves as 
being dark green but only part of 
them are really that color. Many 
of them are light green, yellow, 


grey-green, light grey, dark grey, 
bronze, red or purple. 

How striking it is to see a 
shrub with red foliage planted 
against a background of bright 
green foliage, or a bright green 
shrub planted with a background 
of grey. Another interesting thing 
about shrubbery is the formation 
of the leaf Itself—the contrast of 
large leaves against small leaves, 
long leaves against short leaves, 
etc. 

In planting .shrubbery to screen 
in a lawn, the ’shoreline” should 
have natural looking bays and 
capes. This will give an appear¬ 
ance of expanse to the lawn and 
Increase the seeming size of one’s 
property and will add greatly to 
its importance and value.
